But if the large expected supply depresses the 
price, the lower price tends to stimulate demand.

ing less than usual, and paying far more of their 
wages in taxes than they ever did before. They 
are not able to buy as much wheat as before the 
war because they are not able to pay for it. They 
are eating substitutes mainly home grown. If we 
are to sell wheat to them the price will ‘have to be 
within their reach, and their financial reach is 
not very long at present, nor likely to be fer 
some time to come. Even at pre-war prices 
Europe could not now buy the normal pre-war 
supply of wheat. At anything more than pre-war 
prices it will have to eat something else 

How large the unsaleable surplus of wheat will 
be depends largely on what price is demanded for 
it. Present prices are unsatisfactory to the grow- 
ars of this and other exporting countries. They 
are not in proper relation to cost of production 
end living expenses. But they do serve one pur 
pose, or should. They ought to make wheat avail 
able to people who could not otherwise afford to 
eat it in densely crowded 
corners of the old continent. That at least is som: 
thing to the good. To not be able to sell wheat at 
all is worse than to have to sell it at a price that 
does not pay wages and interest on
